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Adenauer, 
JFK Agree 

On Need for 
Berlin Talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and 
West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer have agreed that 
the Western allies should try 
to negotiate the Berlin crisis 
with Russia, a high German 
official said Tuesday night. 

West German Defense Minis- 
ter Franz-Josef Strauss told re- 
porters after Adenauer’s third 
meeting with Kennedy that 
“the Chancellor does want nego- 
tiations.” 


Strauss did not disclose, how- 
ever, whether Kennedy and 
Adenauer had eliminated their 
differences over the exact con- 
ditions upon which such nego- 
tiations should be held. 


Strauss also disclosed that 
Kennedy and Adenauer, during 
their intensive study of the Ber- 
lin situation had achieved 
“unanimity” «- having their am- 
bassadors con.inue allied dis- 
cussions on negotiation’ pro- 
cedure. | 


An official joint statement 
said that Kennedy and Ade- 
nauer at two meetings Tuesday 
had “an exhaustive and produc- 
tive discussion of the current 
status of West Berlin and its 
relationship with the Western 
allies.” It described the talks 
as “fruitful.” 


The statement said that “the 
talks involved an exhaustive 
and productive discussion of 
the current status of West 
Berlin and its relationship with 
the Western allies.” 


It said a joint communique 
would be issued following the 
close of another meeting Wed- 
nesday “probably around 2:30 
p-m. EST.” 

The statement was issued 
shortly after it was disclosed 
that Adenauer, who is suffering 
from a cold, canceled a sched- 
uled speech at the National 
Press Club Wednesday in order 
to conserve his strengta,

Salinger said he would let a 
oint communique, to be issued 
ednesday, “speak for itself.” 


There was some speculation 
that things might not be going 
as well as both sides would 
like. However, informed sour- 
ces said the President and Chan- 
cellor were making some pro- 
gress toward eliminating the 
suspicions which have plagued 
allied efforts to agree on a 
formula for negotiating with 
Russia.

Kennedy will leave Washing- 
ton Wednesday for his home 
at Hyannis Port, Mass., to spend 
the Thanksgiving holiday with 
members of the Kennedy family. 
There will be a big Thanks- 
giving dinner Thursday at the 
home of his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph P. Kennedy. 

On Saturday Kennedy will 
give an exclusive interview to 
Adzhubei, 

Arrangements for this were 
worked out between Adzhubei 
and press secretary Pierre Sal-

Salinger said a transcript will 
be made of the interview by 
Jack Romagna of the White 
House staff.

Menon Urges 
N-Tests End 
Before Talks 
On Ban Pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Indi- 
an U.N. delegate V. K. Krishna 
Menon Tuesday urged the nu- 
clear powers not to continue 
nuclear testing before making 
another attempt to negotiate a 
test ban treaty. 


Speaking to reporters after a 
half-hour conference with Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, Krishna 
Menon said he saw “no reason” 
why a treaty banning nuclear 
Weapon tests could not be 
concluded now, 


“But I think it would be very 
helpful if there would be no 
further explosions beforehand 
from either side,” he added. 

He denied statements attribu- 
ted to him drawing no distinc- 
tion between the Soviet Union's 
action in breaking the test 
moratorium with a series of 
atmospheric tests which produc- 
ed fallout and United States’ 
subsequent underground tests 
free of fallout. 

This was one of the issues 
which stirred American resent- 
ment against the Indian dipl>- 
mat and Defense Minister short- 
ly before Prime Minister Jawa- 
harlal Nehru’s Nov. 610 visit 
here. 

Nehru was understood to 
have suggested the Kennedy- 
Krishna Menon meeting in 
order to moderate the American 
irritations which have hamper- 
ed working relations with the 
Indian delegation at the United 
Nations. 

Krishna Menon said he had 
made clear that it was the Rus- 
sians who were responsible for 
breaking the nuclear test ban 
moratorium. 

A difference in viewpoint was 
evident, however, in his an- 


swers to questions about the

A Foreign Office spokes- 
man said a note of ac- 
ceptance will be sent short- 
ly to the Soviet Union to 
confirm conference arrange- 
ments.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev 
Tuesday that farmers have 
again failed to meet grain quo- 
tas in his pet virgin lands area, 
Soviet sources said, 


At an Agricultural Leaders’ 
Conference at Tselinograd, capi- 
tal of Kazakhstan, Khrushchev 
interrupted Communist Party 
First Secretary D. A. Kunayev 
to say his explanation for the 
failure was not strong enough. 

Kunayev cited a number of 
successes but added: 

“We still have substantial 
failures and miscalculations. 
The rich possibilities of the vir- 
gin lands are not fully exploit- 
ed. This year Kazakhstan low- 
ered its grain production.” 

At this point, Khrushchev in- 
terrupted and said: “They didn't 
lower the production — they 
wrecked it,” the sources said. 

Kunayev blamed failure to 
meet planned grain output on 
low-level cultivation and weak 
organization of the party in the 
area, one of Russia’s richest re- 
gions recently opened to culti- 
vation.

DJAKARTA (UPI)—Six per- 
sons were killed and 18 were 
Wounded when government 
troops opened fire on demon- 
strators in Djenkol estate, near 
Kediri, East Java, last Wednes- 
day.

At New Delhi Conference 


Ikeda Rejects Switch 
In Pro-West Policies 


NEW DELHI (AP)—Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda _ said 
Wednesday there is no need for 
a change of Japan's foreign 
policy of close defense coopera- 
tion with the United States “and 
I have no intention of changing 
it.” 

Ikeda told a crowded news 
conference Japan intended to 
work for peace through, coopera- 
tion with its Asian neighbors 
and respect for the Charter of 
the United Nations, 

He was replying to a question 
whether he had encountered 
criticism of Japan’s close rela- 
tions with the United States on 
his present Southeast Asian 
tour. He said “At no time have 
I heard any such criticism.” 

On the same subject Ikeda 
said that since Japan does not 
have adequate forces to defend 
itself and all nations need an 
adequate force, it was part of 
Japan’s “basic policy” to coop- 
erate in defense matters with 
the United States. 

On trade with Communist 
China he said Japan hoped to 
promote trade with all countries 
but the Red Chinese “want to 
get trade and politics mixed.” 
He added if contracts are ho- 
nored and followed through 
trade with Communist China can 
be, developed “but not when 
political considerations are 
brought in.” 

He pointed out that Japan 
had expanded trade with the So- 
viet Union “but the Chinese do 
not. look at trade with Japan 
the same way—lIt is unfor- 
tunate.” ; 

On recognition of Communist 
China, Ikeda said there was no 
harm in the fact that India and 
Japan disagrée. He said the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom, the closest of allies, 
also do not hold identical views 
on this subject. 

Asked his impressions of his 
tour so far, Ikeda pointed out 
that he had spent only three 
days in -Pakistan and would 
spend ab°vt the same amount 
of time in India. He said he had 
devoted time mostly to talks 
with leaders of the countries 


and had not had much time to — 


inspect the lives of the people. 

But he said he felt “economic 
development is still low, the 
standards of living still low, 
there still is disparity between 
the rich and the poor.” 


He said, however, great ef- 
forts are being made for eco- 
nomic development. “We Asians 
should help each other in im- 
proving our standards of liv- 
ing.” 

Asked about an Asian com- 
mon market. Ikeda said it is a 
good idea but “the environment 
for such an organization has 
not yet matured in Asia.” 

He said countries should 
work toward it but realistically 
it was a long way off. 

Before the conference began 
it was revealed that Ikeda has 
added two new items to his 


schedule here Wednesday, in-| 


cluding another talk with In- 
dia’s Prime Minister Nehru. 
Ikeda will meet with Indian 
Cabinet ministers interested in 
economic development and then 
have a 45minute talk with 
Nehru. 


Ikeda said he expected after 
the conclusion of his second 
talk with Nehru they would 
have a “concurrence of views 
on the subject of nuclear tests,” 
He said Nehru had stated in 
a speech Tuesday night that 
the views of the Japanese peo- 
ple as the only ones scarred by 
an atomic bomb should be re- 
spected. Both. nations .are 
among the world’s most vocal 
in demanding a halt to nuclear 
tests. 


Ikeda, Nehru Confer 

NEW DELHI (UPI)—Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru of 
India and Prime Minister Haya- 
to Ikeda conferred Tuesday for 
105 minutes and discussed “mat- 
ters of mutual interest,” official 
sources said.

Nike-Zeus Missile 
Fired Successfully 


POINT MUGU, Calif. (AP)— 
A Nike-Zeus antimissile rocket 
shot high into the sky Tuesday 
in a speed up of tests to de 
velop a U.S. defense against nu- 
clear attack. 


Observers said the firing of 
the first two stages of the three- 
stage solid-fuel rocket — the 
second here in six days — was 
100 per cent successful. 

Nike-Zeus is designed to in- 
tercept enemy missiles high in 
the sky and explode their war- 
heads harmiessiy with its own 
small nuclear tip. There was 
no warhead on Tuesday’s mis- 
sile and its third stage was a 
dummy. 

The rocket rose swiftly after 
the 11 a.m. launch and vanish- 
ed from view in less than 10 
seconds, leaving only a yellow- 
ish trail of smoke. Nike-Zeus 
accelerates 10 times faster than 
the liquid fuel Atlas intercon- 
tinental missile. The rocket 
was intentionally destroyed at 
an undisclosed distance ,down 
range.

The sources, who declined to 
be identified, reported on West 
German Ambassador Hans 
Kroll’s controversial discussions 
with Khrushchev on Nov. 39, 
during which Khrushchev was 
widely reported to have made 
concessions in his Berlin 
policy. 

According to the _ sources, 
Khrushchev told Kroll he still 
insisted that West Berlin be 
made a “free city” and that the 
status of East Berlin, now an 
irrevocable part of East Ger- 
many, has been removed from 
international discussion. 


Khrushchev’s remarks, the 
sources said, were expected to 
play a big part in West Ger- 
man Chancellor Konrad Ade. 
nauer’s current talks with Presi- 
dent Kennedy in Washington. 

The Soviet Premier insisted to 
Kroll that West Berlin should 
have more formal political links 
with West Germany than any 
country would normally have 
with another, the sources said. 

But Kroll concluded that 
Khrushchev would not object to 
West Berlin's recei?ing financial 
aid from West Germany, some- 
thing it already does, the 
sources said. 

Khrushchev also was vague 
about a deadline for solution to 
the Berlin question, the sources 
said.

All Christians must ree- 
olutely call upon and induce | 
leaders of states to start negotia- 
tions.” | 

The objective, the patriarch 
said, should be “achieving agree- 
ment on universal and complete | 
disarmament with effective in- 
ternational control and also on 
other problems that are a source 
of concern to mankind,” 

No mention was made of nu- 
clear tests. 

The patriarch, nted 
here by a 16man delegation 
seated Monday by overwhelming 
vote, voiced “profound satisfac- 
tion” at being part of this “bro- 
therhood of Christian churches.” 

The council now includes 198 
Protestant, Orthodox, Anglican, 
non-Roman Catholic and other 
bodies with more than 300 mil- 
lion members, the largest array 
of different believers ever amas- 
sed in the modern age.

An electric appliance maker 
has come up with an automatic 
public shaver that consists of a 
cylindrical electric razor at- 
tached by a cord to a box that 
looks just like the red public 
telephones. 


The razor is made up of 
three blades covered by a stain- 
less net and resembles a rotary 
type electric razor. 


When a ¥10 coin is inserted 
into the prescribed slit, an auto- 
matic time switch transmits 
electric current to the razor 
for five minutes, the time deem- 
ed necessary for a hurried 
shave. 

A sterilizing lamp cleans the 
blades when they are not in 


use. 

Priced at ¥25,000 apiece, the 
public shavers were completed 
at the end of last month and 
started appearing in tea shops 
and mahjong parlors in Osaka.

The plaintiff Tomizo Tsuji, 
74, of Setagaya, Tokyo, obtain- 
ed mining rights for phosphor- 
ous ore on the Japan Sea island 
in 1954, but later became un- 
able to exercise the right be- 


cause the island was occupied] 


by the ROK Army. 

Tsuji brought suit against the 
state in October 1959, charging 
it with “neglecting its duties” 
to take action against the ROK’s 
“unlawful” act and demanding 
compensation of ¥500 million, 


Tsuji also demanded refund 
of ¥35,000 in mining taxes 
levied on him between the time 
of the ROK occupation and 
February 1958 by the Shimane 
Prefecural Government, which 
has jurisdiction over the is- 
land. 


After losing the case, Tsuji 
refrained from appealing for a

‘Deveti Krug’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


Anti-Semitism is the best 
known phase of Hitler’s war 
and perhaps the most spotlight- 
ed and dramatized feature in 
all the war films ever made. 
In that sense “Deveti Krug,” 
the third Yugoslavian import to 
postwar Japan (Marunouchi 
Toho from Tuesday), is nothing 
particularly distinguished as a 
theme or an abstract theorizing 
about war’s madness goes. Ac- 
tually, however, this is one of 
the most shattering films to 
come out of the last war for 
the truths it gives come from 
the heart of a people who 
know what it is to suffer and 
agonize under pressure clearly 
bent on destroying them from 
inside as well as from outside. 

The film’s director, France 
Stiglic, perhaps has his own 
reasons for resorting to war 
in order to give expression to 

rsonal agonies of individuals. 

e plays it in his own lowered 
key, lowered but pitilessly clear. 
He knows what he is doing 
when he devotes over three- 
quarters of his film to everyday 
living in a emall Nazi-occupied 
town in Croatia as seen through 
the fear-ridden eyes of the film's 


17-year-old heroine (Dusica 
Zegarac) called Ruth. The re- 
maining one-quarter of the foot- 
age devoted Yo the terrors of the 
female section of the concentra- 
tion camps to which Ruth is 
destined is almost a cliche— 
“Kapo” for example has done it 
one better—compared with the 
gnawing mental anguish it is 
her lot to suffer alone in the 
earlier passages. 

Nothing could be Worse than 
being a Jewess in a place under 
Nazi control. She is at the 
mercy of both the real Nazi 
race-baiters and their fawning 
agents among her own people. 
She is in fact more at the mer 
cy of the latter for a humiliated 
set of men often take out their 
frustrated anger on those in 
their midst who are weaker 
than themselves. A Jewess in 
Nazi occupied territory is the 
very symbol of helplessness, 

Enough is in evidence to sus- 
pect that it is not the real, pur- 
pose of director Stiglic to elab- 
orate on this obviousness, and 
that his real intention in this 
film ig rather to describe the 
age, society and life in which 
she lived in terms of those in- 
dividuals with whom she came

When morning comes, Ruth 
walks on the sunlit pavement 
with Mr. Voynovich, deeply 
wrinkled and gentile. It is a 
modest but respectable, quiet 
residential section they are in. 
The mood of placidity suddenly 
gives way to a terror too ghast- 
ly for them to speak. Ruth’s 
parents are being herded into 
a black truck by armed police. 


With all his might, Mr. Voy- 
novich prevents Ruth from 


screaming, and takes her home 
with him. 


In an almost deserted church, 
Ivo and Ruth are married. This 
is to be a marriage only in 
form designed to protect her 
from persecution. Ivo, the 20- 
year-old, naturally rebels at 
such an arrangement by his 
fither (“The comedy’s over, can 
I go out and play now?”) But 
youth is pure as well as im- 
petuous, and after a series of 
minor incidents in which Ruth 
takes personal slights from him 
and collective insults from 
street bullys, Ivo suddenly falls 
in love with her, to the despair 
of his mother who fears the 
consummation of their marriage 
more than anything else. 


Nothing can stop him, now. 
He leaves home in search for 
Ruth when she is taken away. 
He confronts the informer 
Zvonko (played with villainous 
effect by Dragan Milvojevic) 
with bare fists and kills him. 
Terrible though some of the 
camp scenes are in which the 
last shreds of human self-res- 
pect are supposed to be taken 
away from the imprisoned by 
forced labor of various kinds, 
or forced entertainment in 
which the women are dragged 
about the floor until they faint 
in the name of dancing, the 
most moving passage is not 
among them but one which is 
more in the daily context 
where, for instance, Ivo enter- 
tains Ruth with a miniature 
park model, enacting their 
imaginary strolis in it in the 
fashion of a marionette show. 


Japanese Film 


*Yato Kaze no Naka o Hashirw’ 


“Yato Kaze no Naka o Hashi- 
ru” (Bandits in the Wind), 
playing now at all Toho thea- 
ters, is director Hiroshi Ina- 
gaki’s comic remake of Kuro- 
sawa's 1954 “Seven Samurai,” 
an excellent and serious film in 
which samurai save a village 
from marauding bandits, them- 
selves paying a high price for 
the victory and suffering in 
the end the indifference of the 
villagers. 

Inagaki’s light-headed version 
has bandits, wild and rough 
but not really bad, saving a 
\farming town from the cruel- 
ties of the samurai. In the end, 
convention being what it is, all 
the Robin Hoods save one are 
killed by the authorities but, in 
a scene reminiscent of the 
final moments of Brynner’s 
“The Magnificent Seven” (also 
a remake of “Seven Samurai” 
but Intended, alas to be serious) 
all the villagers are seen mak- 
ing pilgrimages to the graves 
of the robber heroes. The 
deaths, violent though they 
were, not having been taken 
really seriously, this ritual is 
more fun than funeral, * 

It is of course very difficult 
to blend high tragedy and 


comedy, low or high. Perhaps 
because he does not trust the 
audience's adaptability, Inagaki 
outdoes himself in the first half 
of the film te assure you that, 
never mind the subject, the 
film is intended lightly. Thus 
the bandits, riding over the 
hills looking for more manor 
houses to break into and loot, 
sing (at least the sound track 
does) rousing campaign songs. 
This broad aside to the audi-

Coming upon a village 
whose men have been taken for 
slave laborers and whose re- 
maining citizens are in the last 
stages of starvation, they re- 
venge themselves on an insuf- 
ferable local rice dealer by 
transferring all his stores to the 
village. This of course earns

Japan to Hit

Japan is expected to make a 
strong representation § shortly 
against a U.S. Government move 
to levy an additional tax on cot- 
ton textile imports. 


A Foreign Office spokesman 
said yesterday that the Govern- 
ment has noted dispatch from 
Washington that President Ken- 
nedy has asked the U.S. Tariff 
Commission to study an 8.5 
cents a pound tariff on the cot- 
ton content of imported textiles. 

The spokesman said Japan 
would stress the fact that the 
US. imports of cotton goods in 
terms of raw cotton were only 
130,000 bales a year or one per 
cent of the total raw cotton out- 
put in the U.S. 

The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry also said yes- 
terday the U.S. is not only in- 
compatible with the spirit of 
the new international textile 
trade agreement, but may even 
constitute a case of infringe- 
ment. 

To impose this fee, MITI 
said, to protect American cot- 
ton mills buying domesitc raw 
cotton at a price much higher 
than exported is unfair as far 
as Japanese cotton goods sold 
to the U.S. are concerned be- 
cause “Japan uses not only 
American, but Mexican, Paki- 
Stani and Egyptian cotton as 
well.” 

The addition of the fee to 
the present tariff, would

Red China Imports 
Big Grain Supplies 


Communist China’s food im- 
ports from all parts of the 
world will exceed $300 million 
in value during the 1961-62 
period, Japanese Government 
sources predicted yesterday. 


Major food imports will be 
wheat worth about $239 million, 
barley worth about $55 million, 
wheat flour worth some $17 mil- 
lion, and oats and corn worth 
some $2 million each, they said. 


Inclusive of shipping and 
other expenses, Communist 
China will have to pay some 
$230 millon by the end of 1961 
and another $130 million during 
1962. 


Purchases already made by 
Communist China were 2,280,- 
000 tons of wheat from At- 
stralia and 1,720,000 tons of 
whea. from Canada, 620,000 
tons of barley from Canada, 
| 360,000 tons of barley from Au- 
stralia and - 260,000 tons of 
wheat from France. 

Peiviig also imported 250,000 
tons of wheat flour from West 
Germany and 450,000 tons of 
corn from Argentina.

With Europe - 


Faces Snags 


A director of the Bank of 
Japan, recently returned from 
a tour of West Europe and the 
Americas, yesterday said it was 
not easy for Japan to promofje 
its exports to West Europe. 

Tokusaburo Fujisawa, who 
returned Friday from a two- 
month global tour, told the 
bank's policy board that the 
European Common Market had 
developed “unexpectedly fast” 
and if Japan were to develop 
European markets, it must car- 
ry out drastic remedies in its 
trade system. 

Both wages and prices had 
continued to rise creating a sort 
of cost inflation within all Com- 
mon Market countries, particul- 
arly in West Germany, he said. 

To cope with the increasing 
labor shortage, the labor market 
within the Common Market 
sphere. was liberalized last 
September, he added. 

In view of the remarkable in- 
tensification of the Common 
Market system, it had become 
“extremely difficult” to develop 
Japan's exports to such nations, 
he emphasized. 

But the European Economic 
Community was still booming 
and there was a chance. 

To boost Japan’s exports to 
such countries, he suggested 
drastic remedies in Japan’s 


large traders in favor of smaller 
ones to reduce excessive compe- 
tition in case of sundry goods 
and restraining Japan’s heavy 
domestic demand in favor of 
more export surplus. 

In Brazil, inflation was still 
continuing and the nation’s in- 
ternational account was still in 
bad shape, he said.

Japan, Burma 
Discuss 
Joint Plans 


RANGOON (Kyodo)—Burma 
is ready to provide every con- 
venience to Japan in carrying 
out the Burmese proposed joint 
economic projects between the 
two countries. 

This was made clear at the 
second-day session Tuesday of 
the current Japan-Burma re- 
parations talks, resumed here 
by visiting Foreign Minister 
Zentaro Kosaka Monday. 

Tuesday's conference was a 
technical one. Burmese  Fi- 
nance Minister Thakin Tin 
heading the Burmese repara- 
tions delegation was not on 
hand at the meeting, 

The Burmese side said the 
joint projects would cover all 
fields of economy, including the 
development of natural re- 
sources, and it would guarantee 
the collection of capital in- 
vested by the Japanese. 

It attached a condition to its 

offer, however, that an excep 
tion be made in a few cases, 
including the arms industry. 
} _ It also made it clear that the 
Japan-Burma joint projects, if 
launched under a new repara- 
tions accord, would be operated 
entirely by the Japanese since 
Burma lacked adequate mar 
agerial abilities. 

Japan would be able to carry 
out the projects on a fully pay- 
ing basis, it believed. 

The conference will be re- 
sumed Thursday with the ar- 
rival in Rangoon of Prime Min- 
ister Hayato Ikeda, now on a 
tour of Southeast Asia. 

Informants said that all mat- 
ters concerning the reparations 
issue would be left to the 
scheduled conference between 
Ikeda and Burmese Prime Min- 
ister U Nu, 


Notes for Investors 


In the wake of the continued sag 
over four consecutive days up to 
Tuesday, a certain group of shares 
| were brought on a downscale on 
the stock market yesterday. 

On the whole, however, the mar- 
ket is still unable to regain a 
steady tone, reflecting the continu- 
ed offerings by local firms for 
realization and the mounting anti- 
cipation of mass offerings by gen- 
eral investers to repay their loans 
from the Japan Securities Finance 
Co., as they fall due. 

Among the four major securities 
companies, Nomura shows aggres- 
sive buying while Yamaichi is tak- 
ing a wait-and-see attitude. 

Securities firm are, however, 
split as regards market prospects. 
Some of them predict an improve- 
ment of the situation next month, 
if the favorable turn of the balance- 
of-payments position for Novem- 
ber proves to be solid 

Others are taking the pessimistic 
stand that the rally is unlikely be- 
fore the yearend. 

In the circumstances, stock trad- 
ing professionals point out that 
stronger interest is now being 
shown in the newly-opened second 
market than the old one for rea- 
son that the shares listed on the 
former are staging more frequent 
price fluctuations.

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Nuclear Test Ban Talks 


Hopes are again rising for some international action to 


outlaw nuclear weapon tests. 


Soviet Russia agreed Tues- 


day to resume talks on the subject with the United States 
and Britain in Geneva next Tuesday. But in notes deliv- 
ered to the American and British embassies in Moscow, 
the Soviet Government made the condition that no power 
should carry out any nuclear tests while the talks are in 


progress. 


Seeing that Soviet Russia has just completed a 


series of some 30 tests in the atmosphere since it broke 
the moratorium on September 1 this stipulation is a strik- 
ing revelation of Moscow's way of thinking that what is 
wrong for others is right for Russia. 


It was on November 13 


that the United States and 


Britain asked Soviet Russia to return to Geneva and begin 
further talks on a nuclear test ban treaty. The resump- 
tion was proposed in similar notes delivered by the 
American and British envoys to the Soviet Foreign Office 


and the Russians 


were reminded that a resolution had 


been passed by the United Nations General Assembly on 
November 9 calling for a resumption of the test ban 


talks. 


The notes said that if the date November 28 did 


not suit the Soviet Union, the United States and Britain 
were prepared to accept another date, but it would have 
to be a date which would permit a progress report to the 
United Nations before December 14—the date by which 
the General Assembly’s resolution called for such a re- 


port. 


By agreeing to resume the talks in Geneva on the date 
proposed by the United States and Britain without further 
ado, Moscow has raised expectations, however slender, 
that at long last some positive results may be possible. 
Of recent months the Soviet attitude has been that the 
banning of nuclear weapon tests, together with other 
restrictions on such weapons, should form a part of a 
scheme of general disarmament. While theoretically there 
may be'some reason behind this standpoint, it is obvious 
that the banning of nuclear tests is an urgent matter 
which in the opinion of most people cannot await the set- 
tlement of details for general disarmament even if agree- 
ment on such details could be reached under present-day 


circumstances. 


As Japan’s Prime Minister, Mr. Ikeda, has 


repeatedly pointed out the recent resumption of nuclear 
tests was carried out in disregard of world opinion which 
desires their complete abandonment without further delay. 


A statement issued by the State Department in Wash- 
ington on Tuesday on the Soviet agreement to resume 
the talks pointed out that the Geneva conference went 
into recess on September 9 and said a wide area of agree- 


ment had been reached before that time. 


The statement 


gave a concise account of the efforts made by the two 
Western powers to secure some positive results from the 


conference. 


“The United States and the United King- 


.dom,” it said, “cabled a full text of a draft treaty on April 
18 this year incorporating all the articles and annexes 
which had previously been agreed among the three delega- 


tions. 


The United States made a series of further com- 


promised proposals on outstanding issues confronting the 
conference as late as August 28 this year, two weeks be- 


fore the conference recessed. 
Soviet reply to the compromised proposals. 


To date there has been no 
If rapid and 


constructive efforts are made the United States believes 
that early agreement can be reached on a treaty which 
will insure the ending of nuclear weapon tests under ef- 


fective control.” 


Unfortunately, there is no criterion for believing that 


Soviet Russia, even now, will be ready to make 


“active 


and constructive efforts” in conjunction with the United 
- States and Britain and indeed it may be found that the 
Russians have mainly agreed to a resumption of the talks 
in view of the United Nations resolution which they feel 
it would be impolitic to ignore. 


Our own feeling is that if a proper treaty with effec- 
tive inspection and controls cannot be agreed upon, it 
might be possible to arrange for_a moratorium, say for 


five years, on nuclear tests. 


Even without safeguards, 


this might relieve the world from the terror of radioactive 
fallout and probable ill effects on the health of mankind. 
But could the Western powers trust the Russians in view 


of all that has passed? 
already quoted says: 


The American statement we have 
“The United States and the rest of 


the world are fully aware that the Soviet Union has car- 
ried out within recent months the most extensive testing 
series in history. This series of tests was obviously pre- 
pared and started during the period of the moratorium on 
testing which the Soviets had agreed to observe and was 
carried out in defiance of the moratorium.” 

In these circumstances, the statement concluded, the 
United States would continue to take such actions as it 
deemed necessary to safeguard its national security inter- 
est until a controlled test ban agreement was achieved. 

If the Geneva talks are now resumed, no doubt the 
American Government will wait to see how these go be- 
fore making any fresh tests in the atmosphere, but it 
could hardly do so indefinitely unless the Russians come 


to terms. 


Moscow obviously resumed testing this year 


in order to develop new types of nuclear weapons or to 
improve existing types, and if they suppose they can pre- 
vent the United States from doing similarly through the 
holding of protracted talks in Geneva they are not likely 


to succeed in this maneuver.

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WASHINGTON—Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York is de- 
veloping a strikingly mixed na- 
tional appeal—-very liberal on 
domestie issues and strongly con- 
servative on cold-war issues—in 
his quest for the 1964 Republi- 
can Presidential nomination. 

On home matters, the voice of 
Rockefeller utters views, in 
things like civil rights and social 
welfarism, which are in advance 
of the views, in these areas, of 
a Democratic President, John F.

But on foreign matters this 
same Rockefeller voice speaks 
for a harder line than has yet 
been acopted by Kennedy—or, 
for that matter by Rockefeller’s 
great rival for GOP leadership, 
Richard Nixon. 

Rockefeller is increasingly 
pushing President Kennedy to 
resume nuclear testing in the 
atmosphere, since the Soviet 
Union has long since broken 
the testing armistice, without 
delay or doubts.

test ban treaties for the foresee- 
able future. 

It is plain, in fact, that he has 
decided to challenge the Presi- 
dent on high foreign policy to a 
degree that Nixon has not been 
willing to contemplate.

From this Rockefeller decision 
rich ironies are rising.

WASHINGTON—The Defense 
Department, which is supposed 
to train men to make important 
military decisions for the de- 
fense of the U.S.A., has been 
delegating this responsibility to 
“think factories.” 


Millions of dollars have been 
allocated tg “think factories” to 
reach decisions which supposed- 
ly the graduates of Annapolis, 
West Point, and the Air Force 
Academy should be able to make 
for themselves. They receive 
expensive educations at the 
taxpayers expense, following 
which the taxpayers have to pay 
for “think factories.” 


Congressman Edward Hebert 
of Louisiana has just finished a 
significant study of these “think 
factories,” which shows that 
the brass hats, instead of dele- 
gating their thinking should 
learn to think for themselves. 

In one case a\“think factory” 


in New Haven, the Cowles Com- 
mission for Research in Eco- 
nomics, received $296,000 from 
the office of Naval Research for: 
“research in the general area of 
decision-making under uncer- 
tainty. Attention is to be pri- 
marily directed at decision situ- 
ations’ characterized by the de- 
sire to optimize the value of 
some measure of accontplish- 
ment.” 


“Obviously,” commented con- 
gressman Hebert, “this is about 
how to make a decision when 
there is no decision to be made.” 

Replied Dr. F. B. Rigby, navy 
director of mathematical sci- 
ences: 


“The Navy does not provide a 
working environment compar- 
able to that of an academic insti- 
tution, which is the place they 
like to work.” 


“The Navy does not have any 
thinkers?” asked congressman 
Porter Hardy (D-Va.). 


“The Navy has lots of think- 
ers, but not this kind,” replied 
Rigby. 

“Well,” put in congressman A. 
Paul Kitchin (D-N.C.), “does 
the Navy have in-house thinkers 
who will understand this report 
when it comes along?” , 


Other ‘Think Factories’ 


Another “Think Factory,” 
Cresap, McCormick, and Paget 
of New York, was given a con- 
tract to revamp employment re- 
lations in 11 Navy shipyards. 
When this didn’t work, the same 
firm was paid $136,000 to revamp 
its own recommendation, 


Commented congressman Har- 
dy: “It took you 10 years to find 
out this didn’t work.” 


“That is correct, sir,” replied 
Adm. Robert Moore of the Bu- 
reau of Ships. 


“What they recommended 
turned out to be a mistake,” 
observed congressman Kitchin. 


“So now you are contracting, 
at least partially, to correct their 
own mistakes.” 


Another “think factory,” Sys- 
tems Research, Inc. of Mineola, 
N.Y., was given $268,982 for 
“making available to naval ana- 
lysis group an organization capa- 
ble of providing quick response. 


general analysis services in the 
investigation of military and sci- 
entific problems.” 


Vitro Laboratories of Vitro 
Corporation of America, West 
Orange, N.J., was paid $522,000 
for “the establishment of strate- 
gical and tactical modes of the 
fleet ballistic missile employ- 
ment which will maximize its ef- 
fectivéness as a weapons sys- 
tem.” 


Arthur D. Little in Cambridge, 
Mass., was paid $181,279 to per- 
form “a study to determine a 
basis for decision as to the pro- 
per level of support of funda- 
mental research by the depart- 
ment of the Navy” and the 
“extension of preliminary 
mathematical model of relation- 
ships between segments of the 
research process.” 


Another “think factory,” 
United Research, Inc., Cam- 
bridge, Mass., was paid $248,339 
for “research on new decisions 
and rules, integrate new deci- 
sions on the use of air trans- 
portation for material, and de- 
cisions on inventory levels.”

He was ordered off Du Pont 
property.

Harold Alderson, veteran 
shorthand reporter who tran- 
scribes the press conferences, 
has been quietly correcting the 
President’s grammar. This came 
to the attention of press secre- 
tary. Pierre Salinger who asked 
Alderson about it. 

Alderson pointed out that no 
changes are made in the Presi- 
dent’s meaning and that Salinger 
should fake no official notice of 
the grammatical changes. Then 
if anyone complains about the 
improvements in grammar, Al- 
derson said he would take the 
rap. (NANA) 


N-Test Ban Talks 

The Soviet acceptance of the 
two-nation West bid for re- 
sumption of nuclear test ban 
talks is hailed since it contrib- 
utes to the relaxation of an un- 
usual world tension over the 
nuclear experiment © problem. 
The Soviet Union has demand- 
ed that the negotiation for total 
disarmament accompany talks 
for suspension of tests. The 
West is exnected to have il! fee!- 
ings against this demand since 
the Russians have apparently 
used this excuse for reapening 
the nuclear tests. However, it 
should be noted that the West 
has ho cause to reject any bid 
for agreeing on the common 
world desire for the test han 
and disarmament. A_ similar 
sort of thing also applies to the

Protest Against Speech Cult 


To the Editor: 

Although the catalyst that 
triggered my letter concerning 
language instruction in Japan 
was Dennis Keene's article, if 
Mr. Keene will reread my letter 
he will not fail to note that the 
introduction, conclusion, and 
major portion of that letter are 
entirely general in nature; and 
so he was not “obliged” to an- 
swer. 


In fact, the purpose of my 
letter was not to further ex- 
tend the unwarranted publicity 
that his writing has already 
gained, but to protest against 
the whole modern speech cult 
that is bent on spreading 
illiteracy in the name of pro- 
gress, without taking cognizance 
of the fact that time spent on 
speech is time lost to writing. 
A reply from Mr. Keene was 
what I least intended, as he had 
already published a lengthy 
article on the subject. 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
I limited myself to entirely non- 
personal remarks, Mr. Keene 
has come back with a letter 
that is primarily personal in 
nature, even including the re- 
mark that I “ought to find out 
a little about the subject” of 
language. Again, if Mr. Keene 
will reread my letter, he can- 
not fail to note that I at no 
time laid the slightest claim to 
be an expert, or even to have 
any special knowledge. Since 
Mr. Keene now irrelevantly 
questions my qualifications, I 
can only reply that I have some 
understanding of nine  lan- 
guages. I do not include in 
this figure either my native 
language or a couple of New 
Guinea dialects that exist only 
in spoken form. 

The reason that I exclude my 
native language from those that 
I have any understanding of is 
that lack of formal written 
study has left me with an in- 
adequate spoken knowledge as 
well as written, so that I can 
only butcher the language, ex- 
pressing only the most rudimen- 
tary of ideas. The New Guinea 
dialects which exist only in 
spoken form have never devel- 
oped as vehicles of expression 
for even reasonably advanced 
thought, and so cannot really 
be called languages at all, since 
the communication of only the 
crudest ideas is possible. These 
are the tools the speech cult 
would give us in every lan- 
guage. 

I leave it to'readers to judge 
for themselves whether they 


could learn Latin more rapidly, 
as Mr. Keene asserts, by learn- 
ing to speak it first. 


Mr. Keene has accused me of 
deliberate misunderstanding of 
his comments on spelling and 
has tiow clarified them. Again 
I leave it to readers to judge 
whether his comments conveyed 
what he now says he intended 
in their original context. I as- 
sure Mr. Keene that my mis- 
understanding was not deliber- 
ate, since had I realized that he 
did not care how his students 
butchered the language just as 
long as they listened to it, I 
would have remarked that Mr. 
Keene is doing exactly what he 
accuses his associates of doing 
—he is just wasting his stu- 
dents’ time. 


Had I studied sufficient new 
words in written form in my 
native language, I would have 
gained facility in it in written 
and spoken form. American 
children learn new words in 
written form in their readers, 
and American college students 
can write down reasonably com- 
plex ideas far more adequately 
than they can express such 
ideas in speech, simply because 
they have learned more ad- 
vanced English phraseology in 
written form in school, and 
speech does not make a rapid 


impression on the mind. It is 
simply incomparably more 
rapid and efficient to learn 


through the eye than through 


the ear.

I cannot leave these vatic insights without adding one more, 


this time from Prime Minister Nehru. 


I read in the American 


press that he considers the Russians aid to the Communist acti- 
vities in Lacs and South Vietnam as tolerably good tidings, for 
does it not mean that the Russians are taking over instead of 
the Chinese, and that the Russian purpose is to keep the Chinese 
from sweeping through all Southeast Asia?

As one who does think pieces himself on what the Russian 
moves do or don't mean, I can scarcely complain when experts 
on Soviet policy and heads of state examine the entrails, listen 


to the oracular voices and pronounce their findings.

it amusing to have this very human activity taken so solemniv 


by so many people. 


The British Foreign Office may be wrong 


or right but it had been wrong too many times recently about 


Russia to impress me. 


As for the American commentator who 


repeated Nehru’'s interesting guess as revealed truth, on the 
ground that the Indians are close to China and ought to know 
what is happening in Peiping, I can only note that when I tried 


to find light in India on China 


no stronger a glimmer than in Washington or Paris. 


and its internal affairs I found

dians, too, have been wrong about China as often as right. 
At the risk of sounding ill-tempered I suggest that there {is 
too much wishfulness about the good gray K whe fights the 
Stalinists in his own camp and the Chinese extremists outside, 
who poisons the air with nuclear blasts because he is cleaning 
the enemies of peace out of his political house, who holds the 
fort in Laos ana South Vietnam as the guardian of a more vir- 
tuous communism than the Chinese, and who after a spell of 
nuclear diplomacy is now settling down to a breather which 
wili be followed by perceful negotiations.

I am not saying that negotiations are futile and hopeless 


and bound to lead to nothing. 


I have said for years that the 


Free World power cluster cannot under any circumstances aban- 


‘don the negotiation dialo 
worse will foliow. But 


e, for when the dialogue stops much 
distinguish between the necessity for 


dialogue and the folly of entering it witn cruelly innocent illu- 
sions about the Russians and their leadership. 

The Khrusachev who is now offering the world a breather 
is the same Khrushchev who only a few months ago launched 


an unparalleled campaign of nuclear diplomacy. 


He is the same 


Khrushchev who has threatened America’s allies with devasta- 
tion and disaster if they did not mend their diplomatic ways 


and abandon the alliance. 


He is also the same Khrushchev who 


has scuttled the disarmament talks and tried to paralyze the 


U.N, 


We do not see a new or more benign Khrushchev but only 
the accommodation phase of his policy which he alternates with 


the domination phase. 


If the experts on Soviet affairs, whether 


in London or Washington or New Delhi, understand the main 
historic outlines of Soviet foreign policy they must know that 
it contains both a domination effect and an accommodation effect. 
I don’t know whether Dr. Sargent, the British psychiatrist, is 
right in saying that the Russians deliberately alternate them 
on the Paviovian principle of confusing the dog until he has 


reached beyond endurance and surrenders his canine self. 


But 


it should be clear that the Russians bring out Whichever phase 
of their policy seems more effective at the time—but ft is the 
same policy, aiming at the same ends, in the same ethos. 


I hope 


that the Free World leaders will never negotiate 


with illusions and never have the illusion that the time is past
